COL. SEELEY GIVES INFORMA-

COMMISSIONS 


A letter received by Dr. W. I. McNeil, 
Chairman of the Illinois State Dental 
Committee on Procurement and Assign- 
ment from Col. Sam F. Seeley, Execu- 
tive Officer of Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service, contains the following 
information : 

“With reference to the length of time 
it takes before receiving a commission 
in the Army of the United States, I 
would say that it varies in every case. 
However, it would be safe to state that 
in most instances, it would take about 
one month from the time the application 
is submitted. The Procurement Board 
forwards the completed papers to the 
Office of the Surgeon General for orders. 
The papers are then forwarded to the 
Adjutant General for final handling. A 
doctor who is offered a commission has 
to settle his affairs from the date that he 
receives his orders. I would caution these 
prospectives in the dental population not 
to wind up their affairs until actually 
commissioned.” 

Those who wish to apply for com- 
missions may do so through The Medical 
Recruiting Agency, 30 North Michigan 
Boulevard. Commissions for First Lieu- 
tenancies can be granted directly by that 
agency. Applications from men over 38 
or for higher grade than First Lieutenant 
are forwarded by the agency to Washing- 
ton for consideration.

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EDITORIAL 


PROCUREMENT AND ASSIGNMENT SERVICE 


The function of the Procurement and Assignment Service for dentists is compara- 
tively simple, yet there seems to be some misunderstanding concerning it. As a 
result irrelevant and inconsequential questions are directed to the Illinois State Com- 
mittee, particularly its chairman, Doctor William I. McNeil. 

This Committee is not an application bureau for commissions, nor does it have 
any authority in the granting of commissions. It is only a reference and advisory 
committee for the Surgeon General’s office and the Medical Recruiting Centers. The 
Procurement and Assignment Committee functions only after application is made 
through these recruiting channels. It receives from these sources all applications for 
commissions in the Army and Navy Dental Corps from dentists practicing in the 
State of Illinois. It considers the application and decides whether the applicant can 
best serve the country by being commissioned in a dental corps or whether he can 
render more essential service by remaining in civilian practice. After the committee 
reaches a decision, the proper recruiting officer is notified. Its classification of the 
applicant is not binding, but is generally accepted by the recruitment officials. 

The members of the state committee are practicing dentists patriotically donating 
their efforts to this emergency service. They are required to spend considerable 
time in fulfilling their necessary duties; they should not be burdened with matters 
which are not their concern. Information concerning military and naval dental 
affairs may be obtained through the Committee on Dental Preparedness at the Of- 
fices of the American Dental Association, 222 E. Superior Street, Whitehall 4752. 


DENTAL ADVERTISING IN PUBLIC PRESS 


Dental society and civil officials have conducted a long and what appears to be 
a ceaseless campaign against illegal advertising of dental service to the public in the 
daily papers and other media. At times the results have seemed ——s and 
some have grown impatient. 

The last issue of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW Called attention to the sci of the 
ads of dental laboratories from the pages of those metropolitan papers which have 
been carrying them. Such copy has now been declared illegal in an opinion by 
Attorney General Barrett. Mr. Barrett, State’s Attorney Thomas Courtney, Director 
of the Department of Registratjon and Education Frank G. Thompson, and all 
others who have participated in this effort to prevent the exploitation of health 
service deserve the thanks of the dental profession and the public. 

A recent issue of the Journal of The American Medical Association reports a 
ruling of the Supreme Court of California in which the action of the California 
Board of Dental Examiners in suspending the license of an advertising dentist was 
upheld.’ The report is abstracted elsewhere in this issue of the Review. When one 
reads the type of copy which was published for public consumption and which was 
presented to the court as evidence of conduct permitting the revocation of license, 
one cannot help but feel that the authorities in Illinois are doing a commendable 
job. It has been some time since we have seen such copy—‘Have Your Dental 
Plates Made ‘The Webster Way.’ This new material will absolutely not change color. 
Does not stain . . . will not shrink or warp. These new dental plates are so ably 
designed that Dr. Webster challenges you to detect any false appearance. 

While more remains to be accomplished, Illinois has gone far in the elimination 
of the charlatan and the unscrupulous practitioner.—Robert G. Kesel.

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QUOTATIONS AND ABSTRACTS 


California Dentist’s License Revoked for 
False Advertising: The Supreme Court of 
California has supported the California Board 
of Dental Examiners for suspending a dentist’s 
license to practice dentistry because of false 
and misleading advertising. 

The only evidence introduced to the Su- 
perior Court was the advertisement itself, 
which stated, among other things, ‘Doctor 
Webster’s Immediate Restoration Dentures or 
plates are faithful reproductions of your own 
natural gums and teeth in their true color, 
size and form. These plates are made to defy 
detection . . . most intimate friends need not 
know that you are wearing artificial teeth.” 
... “Each tooth is set so that it appears to be 
growing there.” This new material . . . will 
absolutely not change color; does not stain 
from smoking, alcohol or alkaloids; will not 
shrink or warp and these new dental plates 
are so ably designed that Doctor Webster 
challenges you to detect any false appear- 
ance.” The Court ruled that the California 
law was designed to prohibit advertising which 
induces the reader to believe that a dentist 
proposes to guarantee a particular result. 

The law also prohibits advertisements tend- 
ing to deceive or mislead the public. The 
following statements from the advertisements 
were ruled unlawful: “Dr. Webster’s Imme- 
diate Restoration Plate Material weighs less 
than 1 oz. This beautiful plate material .. . 
made from a secret formula is a development 
of dental science which many plate wearers 
have to be thankful for.” The petitioner 
testified, however, that he had no secret mate- 
rial not available to the entire profession and 
that his methods were no different from those 
in general use. The petitioner argued that the 
statute prohibited only statements which were 
actually untrue and that the untruth of his 
' statements had not been proven. In the field 
of ordinary commercial advertising, said the 
Supreme Court, regulatory agencies which are 
charged with the duty of combating false or 
misleading advertising are not required to 
prove that the particular deceptive statements 
are actually false. In view of such a conclu- 
sion concerning ordinary commercial adver- 
tising, the court held that it would be un- 
thinkable to accord a more stringent construc- 
tion to a statute regulating one of the learned 
professions so intimately connected with public 
health and safety. 

The Supreme Court of California affirmed 
the judgment of the Superior Court for the 
Board of Dental Examiners. 

(Webster vs. Board of Dental Examiners 
of California, 110 P. (2d) 992 (California, 
1941), J.A.M.A., 119:439 (May 30), 1942.) 
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Pseudo Ariboflavinosis Caused by Loss of 
Vertical Dimension: Deficiency of riboflavin 
from the human diet results in a syndrome 
characterized by a maceration in each angle 
of the mouth, with lips reddened along the 
lines of closure, and a purplish red tongue 
with flattened papillae. These lesions are 
easily recognized, and usually respond to ribo- 
flavin therapy. However Ellenberg and Pol- 
lack found thirty-four cases with a disorder 
that apparently conformed to this syndrome, 
but did not respond to riboflavin. 

Further study of these patients showed that: 
1. Vitamin B, tests resulted in uniformly nor- 
mal readings. 

2. The lesions in the angles of the mouth 
were chronic in appearance, heaped up, deeply 
fissured and granulomatous, with no involve- 
ment of the lips. This contrasted with the 
superficially fissured, moist, angular stomatitis 
and associated cheilosis of ariboflavinosis. 
3. The lesions showed definite spontaneous 
remissions and exacerbations. 4. The patients 
were fairly well advanced in age, 33 being over 
40 and 28 over 50. Twenty-six of the 34 
patients were females. 5. There were no evi- 
dences of other vitamin deficiencies. 6. The 
usual factors that precipitate a vitamin defi- 
ciency were absent. 7. There was no response 
to extensive riboflavin therapy. 8. Thirty-two 
of the 34 had upper and lower artificial den- 
tures, and the other two had malocclusion. 

The frequency of dentures in the groups 
suggested their importance in producing the 
lip and tongue lesions. Apparently the in- 
volvements arise as a result of improper “oral 
mechanics.” Too short vertical dimensions 
causes “overclosure,” so the upper lip overflaps 
the lower, producing creases at the corner of 
the mouth. A pocket is formed at the angles 
of the mouth which are excellent receptacles 
for saliva, and the warm moist bed can become 
a location for a secondary fungus infection. 
The associated glossitis probably results from 
direct contact of the tongue with the denture 
or the palate, because the loss of vertical 
dimension narrows the available space for it. 

The indicated therapy is correction of the 
vertical dimension. 

It is fully appreciated that not all lesions 
of the angles of the mouth are due to mechan- 
ical causes. Also, patients with dentures may 
have coincidental ariboflavinosis. Nevertheless, 
the frequency of the syndrome described 
makes it important to recognize. Thus un- 
necessary vitamin therapy may be avoided, 
and the proper mechanical corrections made.

Care of Face and Jaw Casualties in the 
United States Army: The care of face and 
jaw casualties is a particularly exacting prob- 
lem, often requiring surgical reconstruction, 
cosmetic repair and restoration of function. 
To solve this problem, army dental officers 
are selected for special training in the treat- 
ment of face and jaw injuries. A thirty day 
course in maxillofacial surgery at the Army 
Medical Center in Washington, D. C. is given 
to equal numbers of medical and dental offi- 
cers to provide training for the officers who 
will make up the maxillofacial “teams” for 
duty in auxiliary surgical groups. 

It has long been recognized that oral and 
plastic surgeons and dental specialists should 
receive special training relative to the specific 
problems of war surgery and the necessary 
development of this service to provide the 
complete rehabilitation of patients with face 
and jaw injuries. Coordination of activities of 
the dental surgeon and the maxillofacial sur- 
geon are essential. In the Army, the dental 
officer is an integral part of each medical 
unit. In the training of the personnel serv- 
ing in these units every dental officer receives 
instructions in the early care of all types of 
gunshot wounds, all kinds of gas intoxications 
and other battle emergencies. This training 
makes him a valuable assistant to the medical 
officer in every aid station, clearing station 
and hospital. In bone surgery and plastic 
repair of face and jaw casualties, the dental 
surgeon participates as an assistant to the oral 
and plastic surgeon. The problems of fixation, 
stabilization, restoration of occlusion and den- 
tal function are best solved through the 
cooperative efforts of medical and dental 
specialists. 

Plans for the care of face and jaw casualties 
provide a logical and continuous maxillo- 
facial service from a first aid and emergency 
surgical service near the combat zone, to the 
complete restoration in general hospitals in 
the zone of the interior—Leigh C. Fairbank, 
War Medicine, 2:223 (1942). Note: “War 
Medicine” is a bi-monthly periodical contain- 
ing information of military, naval and similar 
interests related to preparedness and war serv- 
ice, edited by Morris Fishbein and supported 
by the American Medical Association. 


Restrictions on Chain Dental Parlors Up- 
held by Supreme Court of Washington: The 
Supreme Court of Washington recently pre- 
vented, in effect, a licensed dentist who 
operated a dental office under his own name 
in Seattle from opening and operating, also 
under his own name, another office in Tacoma. 
The Court ruled the legislature had the power 


to place such limitations on the general prac- 
tice of dentistry, because such a procedure 
tends to unscrupulous practices which may 
lower the ethics and standards of the dental 
profession. 

The conduct of a dental office under the 
name of one who, although a licensed dentist, 
is not personally present in the office a 
majority of the time is a pernicious practice, 
tending to mislead persons patronizing such 
office in the expectation that the services 
sought and paid for would be personally ren- 
dered or supervised by the dentist whose name 
is held out-to the public as conducting the 
office. It cannot be held that the legislature 
was mistaken in acting on that premise. The 
relationship between dentist and patient is 
inherently personal in the highest degree. Cer- 
tainly it is within the province of the legis- 
lature to protect the public against all forms 
of fraud and deception tending to conceal 
the professignal identity of the dentist who is 
in fact rendering the service in the particular 
office frequented by one in need of dental 
assistance. By the practice denounced by the 
act, the public may be unwittingly deprived of 
a personal relationship which may rightfully 
be expected and have another personality sub- 
stituted therefor. 


The use of the name of a certain dentist 
as conducting an office for the practice of 
dentistry should mean something more than 
merely physical ownership of the office or the 
right to use the name which may have a value 
because of long continued use or commercial 
advertising. A dental office conducted under 
corporate or fictitious name, or under the 
name of a dentist who has nothing to do with 
the practice of the profession in that office is 
forbidden in the State of Washington. 


(Campbell v. State, 122 P. (2d) 458 (Wash.

Effect of Vitamin C on Health: Glazebrook 
and Thomson discovered a pronounced differ- 
ence between the degree of vitamin C satura- 
tion of students 15 to 20 years of age in a 
large training school and the teaching staff. 
The students were given a high calory diet 
subjected to prolonged heating, which re- 
sulted in a reduction of the total daily vitamin 
C intake to a level of 10 to 15 mg. per person. 
A daily addition of 50 mg. of ascorbic acid per 
person was required to maintain an optimal 
excretion level. Better distribution and cook- 
ing of the food might have achieved the 
result. The daily potato ration alone, allow- 
ing for normal cooking losses, should have 
supplied at least 25 mg. of vitamin C. Some

vitamin loss is unavoidable when food is 
cooked in a central kitchen for large groups 
of persons. Normally this can be easily coun- 
teracted by supplying uncooked fresh or 
canned food. The dietary of the teaching staff 
included the supply of fresh fruit at each of 
the main meals. It was prepared in separate 
kitchens and escaped overcooking. Neverthe- 
less, 25 per cent of the staff were “deficient” 
in vitamin C, in spite of their adequate intake. 
Approximately 4,000 mg. of vitamin C was re- 
quired to produce tissue saturation in the 
youths. A record of the incidence of in- 
fectious diseases revealed that the incidence 
of the common cold and of tonsillitis was the 
same among the general group and a group 
given vitamin C, that the average duration 
of illness due to the common cold was the 
same in the two groups and that rheumatic 
fever and pneumonia occurred among the gen- 
eral students but not among the special group 
given vitamin C.—A. J. Glazebrook and S.
